Statute Regarding Shipment of 


Liquor Will Work Here. 


SOME 
AGENTS 
INSTRUCTED 


It Prohibits Carrying of Intoxicants 


For Sale by Companies Into 


‘'Dry'* Territory. 


Just what effect the Webb federal 
law, prohibiting the shipping of in­ 
toxicating liquor into “dry” territory, 
will have when 
Rushville 
becomes 
“dry” the last of this month is still 
an open question in the 
minds 
of 
most Rushville people. 
Seventy 
warrants 
have 
been 
sworn out at Franklin, Kv., against 
the Indianapolis agent of the Adams 
Express Co., charging the delivery of 
liquor in violation of this law. 
The 
Indianapolis agent has 
refused 
to 
ship any more packages containing 
liquor since a circuit court judge has 
declared the Webb law in effect. 
The Webb law prohibits the ship­ 
ping of liquor for sale 
into 
“dry” 
territory. 
Although 
the 
Adams 
agent here has received no 
definite 
instructions to follow when Rush­ 
ville 
goes “dry,” 
he 
has 
been 
warned to he careful about shipments 
of liquor. 
The U. S. express com­ 
pany’s agent has received 
instruc­ 
tions. 
The federal law does not prohibit 
the shipment of inxtoxicating liquors 
for medicinal purposes or for private 
consumption. 
The agent has to take 
a good deal of responsibility 011 de­ 
ciding whether any given shipment of 
liquor is intended for sale or for pri­ 
vate use. 
The criminal laws have often been 
tnisued by persons who have 
sworn 
that liquor received by them was for 
private use and then have sold it. 
President Taft vetoed the Webb 
bill be cause he believed it unconsti­ 
tutional for the reason that the law 
interfered 
with 
inter-state 
com­ 
merce. 
Congress passed it over his 
veto. 
Sfime lawyers held that the law 
did not hinder inter-state commerce 
because anything relating to liquor 
is subject to police powers. 
They 
point out that the sale of liquor is 
licensed by the government and state 


a s well and that the shipment of it 
does not come under the head of in­ 
terstate commerce as necessities of 
life do. 
“Bootleggers” in 
“dry” territory 
used to work an old scheme that was 
successful until the authorities got 
next to it and nipped many such 
plans in the making.’ The Webb law 
is expected to do away with this old 
evil. 
Liquor used to be shipped in jugs 
by express to “John Doe,” “Richard 
Roe” and a dozen other 
men 
who 
never existed. 
The 
“bootlegger” 
would order a shipment of 
several 
jugs in this way. 
lie would get all 
of the certificates of shipment and 
the sale would be made and the law 
violated before the liquor was ever 
removed from the express office. 
The “bootlegger” would sella certi­ 
ficate to a man and lie would call at 
the express office and get the jug, 
representing himself to be the man 
to whom it had been shipped. 
Of 
course, the express agents knew he 
■was not the man, but that made no 
difference to them. 
The notice sent to the agents of 
the United States Express company 
reads as follows: 
A^federal law has just been enact­ 
ed. (Webb Law, March 
3d, 
1913) 
reading as follows:

The theory

Indiana has 
been protected from the strong winds 
by its dense sections of forests. The 
presumption that windstorms will in­ 
crease in number and ferocity is not 
at all unreasonable since the wood­ 
lands are gradually being reduced.

own, operate, manage or control any 
street or interurban railway or any 
plant or equipment within the state 
for the conveyance or telegraph 01 
telephone messages, or for the pro­ 
duction, transmission, delivering 
01 
furnishing or heat, light, water or 
power, or for the furnishing of ele­ 
vator or warehouse service either di­ 
rectly or indirectly to or for the pub­ 
lic.” ' 
Whether any appeal will bo made 
to the commission, when it shall have 
been appointed and is enforcing the 
act, by residents of Rushville con­ 
cerning the present policy of the city 
in charging for electric light 
and 
water meters, only time will tell. 
That there is some opposition to 
the attidude of the city, and that this 
attitude has greatly 
retarded the 
use of electricity for lighting pur­ 


p o s e s , there is 
no 
doubt. 
Rather 
than pay the

The commission, so the act says, 
has the power to arrange the sched­ 
ules, rates or any practices used by 
the public u tilitie s under its control. 
No specific rules can lie laid down to 
apply to any 
particular 
case, 
of 
course, because that would be im­ 
possible. 
“Every public 
utility,” 
the 
act 


s a y s , “is required to furnish reason­ 
able .adequate service and facilities. 
The charge made 
by 
any 
public 
utility for any service, rendered or to 
lie rendered either directly or in con­ 
nection therewith shall ho reasonable 
and .just, and every unjust and un­ 
reasonable charge for such service is 
prohibited and declared unlawful.” 
So it may be seen that everything 
is left to the discretion of the com­ 
mission. The five men will determine 
what is an unjust or unreasonable 
charge for a service rendered. 
The act provides a 
penalty for 
city officials who fail to live up to 
its provisions. “If any officer of any 
town,” the act says “or city consti­ 
tuting a public utility, as defined in 
this act, shall do or cause to be done 
or permit to be done any matter, act 
or thing in this act prohibited or de­ 
clared to be unlawful, or shall omit, 
fail nr neglect or refuse to do any 
act, matter or thing required by this 
act of such officer to be done, or 
shall omit, fail, neglect or refuse to 
perform any duty enjoined upon him

malted fermented or other intox ica­ 
ting liq u or is intended, b y any per­ 
son interested therein, to b e receiv ed, 
possessed, sold or in

manner

mu .st b e collected b y the company 
from the consignor.
